THE AGRICULTURAL AifT. 

B* Regularly Plants, Attends and Har* 
vests a Crop. 

Among the many curious insects 
found in Texas is the "agricnltnral 
ant." It is truly an agriculturist— 
planting, tending and harvesting 
crops as regularly as any farmer in 
th« land. 

When getting ready to do its plant- 
ing, this queer little farmer makes a 
circular clearing, from ten to twelve 
feet in diameter, sometimes in the 
very heart of a cotton field or a corn- 
field, sometimes in rough, wild pas- 
ture land. The work it accomplishes, 
considering its sire, is really marvcl- 
for » ith its teeth it cuts through 
tough, thick item*, and uy twisting, 
" ng and biting, finally clcarsaway 
tiling that would be a hindrance 
crop. 

a fruit true is near and shades 
the ant farm too much the ant sets :o 
work and strips the tree of its leaves. 
Its farm is kept clear of all weeds ar.d 
other growth, until the crop is ready 
to harvest, which is in the latter part 
of June, and consists of tall, yellowish 
rass. With great care the ant cuts 
le seed from the stalks and stores it 
jr its future sustenance. The har- 
esting done, the dry siuhhle ie out, 
nd the weeds once more take posses- 
ion of the ground. 
Ajfriculturnl antsfrequently injure 
fields and destroy many an acre of 
produce, for, when making their 
clearings, they ruthlessly cut down 
corn, cotten, wheat or anything else 

they take possession of a piece ef 
ground, they absolutely refuse to be 
driven away until they have harvested 
a crop of "ant copn."— Cincinnati 
Commercial Tribune.
